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Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the cross section of the rod is 
substantially elliptic must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

Double Patenting 

2. Applicant is advised that should claims 15 and 16 be found allowable, claims 22 and 23 
will be objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two 
claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the 
same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object 
to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 13-16,18,19,22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Dikeman (US 5,931,456) in view of Senanayake (WO 92/16424). 

Dikeman discloses a sealable flexible liquid container system comprising a flexible liquid 
container 20 having a cavity for receiving liquids, said cavity formed of two films 26,28 having 
the majority of their perimeter fused, and allowing a portion of the perimeter fused so as to 
present a lateral opening for filling the container with liquids, and a liquid dispensing outlet; 
a rod 70 having a first end (unnumbered) and a second end (82) attached to the container 
laterally across the lateral opening of the flexible container so that a portion of the container 
adjacent the lateral opening can be folded over the rod and substantially overlap an adjacent 
portion of the container; and a sealer 68 comprising an elongated rigid member having two 
opposite sides along which a hollow passage is extended with a longitudinal slot 76 wherein 
said slot is adapted to accommodate said two films, wherein the sealer is provided with an 
opening on at least one of the opposite sides, and wherein said sealer is slidingly mountable 
over said rod (in a horizontal direction), wherein the space defined within the passage is not 
smaller than the total space occupied by the portion of the container provided with the lateral 
opening folded over the rod and the rod itself when inserted in the passage, and wherein the 
slot is not narrower than the total thickness of the folded portion of the container and the 
adjacent portion when inserted through the slot, wherein the distance between the outer 
diameter of said rod and the inner diameter of said elongated rigid member when the rod is 
inserted inside the elongated rigid member allows an accumulative thickness of said two films, 
said two films to be freely threaded between said rod and said elongated rigid member and so 
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that said two films are held tightly together, whereby when the portion of the container adjacent 
the lateral opening is folded over the rod, substantially overlapping an adjacent portion of the 
container and the sealer is slidingly mounted over the folded portion of the container and the 
rod, liquid in said container is prevented from passing through the lateral opening. 

Dikeman does not disclose the closing rod 70 is fixedly attached to the flexible container 
by welding. 

Senanayake teaches it is known to provide a flexible container with a rod of heat- 
sealable material fixedly, pre-attached to the flexible container prior to filling. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of attaching the rod to the flexible container using welding or other 
heat sealing method. Doing so provides a permanent location for the closing rod to ensure it 
does not become permanently separated from the tethered sealer and container, resulting in an 
inability to seal the container from leakage. 

It is noted that no specific direction of sliding is set forth in the instant claims. 
Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

6. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the sealer 
slides in a direction parallel to the longitudinal axis of the rod) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
